SCHOOL CORPORATION REORGANIZATION 
SITUATION SUMMARY 


School Corporation Reorganization Progress 


Since the State Commission for the Reorganization of School 
Corporations came into being: 


1. The number of school corporations too small 
to provide a minimum educational program has 
been reduced from 801 to 156; a reduction of 
more than 80 per cent. 


2. In excess of 90 per cent of the public school 
pupils now reside in school corporations 
which have been reorganized. 


3. The number of school corporations has been 
reduced from 966 to 402; a reduction of 
approximately 59 per cent. 


4. Reorganization has been completed in 63 of 
the 92 counties. 


19 of the remaining counties are partially 
reorganized, and in some instances reorganization 
is nearly complete. 


In 10 counties we find no reorganization; 
however, a number of the 10 are working toward 
reorganization. There is a possibility that 

in the not too distant future some four or five 
of the counties with no reorganization will 
submit plans. Some of these counties might be 
completely reorganized using the provisions of 
Chapter 336, Acts of 1965. 


5. It is the policy of this Commission to have as 
much reorganization as possible done by the 
citizens in the several counties of the State 
on a local basis; however, we have some 
counties where little or nothing has been done. 
It is our further thinking that if something is 
not done locally, then the State Commission 
might exercise its Statutory authority to 
develop a plan in those counties. It is not the 
desire of the State Commission to take this 
step as long as the Ccunty Committee is making 
an honest effort to develop a plan. 


6. The State Commission in not proposing any 


changes in the Laws regulating school 
reorganization.
